em in the moſt affectionate Manner, 
and 
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and ask ing them a thouſand Queſtions, 
the Fairy ſent for Sragrinutis. The 
Face of  Aﬀairs was quite chang'd 
fince the Princeſs's Abſence. The 
Patriarch was dead, and the High- 
Prieſt, aſpir d ſecretly to his Dignity; 
but "rhe beſtowing it depended entire- 
ly on the King, Sanęrinutiv ſaw little 
Hopes of ſueceeding to it, unleſs he 
fheuld comply with the Affüi af the 
Skimmer.

Tanzais Felicity was now com- 
pleated: loving to the utmoſt Ex- 
ceſs. of Paſſion, he quite forgot that

obliterated eternally in the Arms of 
her Tanzai, the Remembrance of 
Cucumber, and, perhaps, of the Ge- 
nius. As for Whixer and Cormorant,
